Hough his jugling Conſiderations are ſcarce worth 
the taking notice of, yet that the unwary Reader 
may not be deceiv'd,l will ſet down theſe two or 
three following Obſervations. Firſt, the Teſti- 

monies of Holy Scripture he paſſes over with filence, being 
glad he gets his back turn'd of 'em. His Anſwer to the 
Fathers words, is, that they are a and Suppoſititions, 
which he proves either by the undeniable Teſtimony of his 
own bare word, or by telling us ſuch and ſuch modern Cri- 
ticks accounted them ſo ; but ſeldom or never Citing their 
Words, or quoting the place where to find ſuch Critical 
Cenlures 3 So that when the moſt is made on't, 'tis but his 
own word yet, The reſt of the Fathers Teſtimonies that 
he brands not with the Title of Spuriovs, he either om- 
mits, as if they were as Inviſible as the Church of Exgleand 
was before H. 8th. and Ed. 6th. days ; orelſe reckons them 
no more than Compliments to the Pope, St. Cyprians Compli- 
ment, Meer Compliments, Pieces of Flattery, Rhetorical 
Flights, Rheterical Apoſprophes, Ironical Expreſſions, Hiſto- 
rical Apoitrophes, &c. telling us in plain Engliſh, That Ora- 
tors (peaking of the Holy Fathers,) never contain them- 
ſelves within the ſevere bounds of Truth, when writing Enco- 
minms. Thoſe are very ealie and ready ways to confute 
the Holy Fathers, fo far as they'] hold water, which will be 
no further, than among thoſe who have ſo much Faith as to 
believe whatever Dr.7. or his anonymous friend A. Þ. ſays 
for truth, though contrary both to the Fathers and 
Apoſtles, 

'Tis not amils to take a little notice of their Contradidi-« 
ons, Dr. 7. denies Pope Leo to have preſided in the Couns- -- 
cil of Calcedon, A. B.p. 17. in Epiſtle to the Dr. grants

that the Legates of Pope Leo ſar before all other Biſhops,. gave 
their Votes in the firſt place, and ſubſcribed before all others. 
Could chey have done all this.if there had been any other Prefi- 
dent ? Dr. T. denies that Pope Y'igilins Prefided over the ſec ord 
Council at Conftantinople, cicher by, himſelf or by his Legat es. 
A. B. aticſts, that no General Council cotild be held without the 
Preſence of all the Patriarcks, either by themſelves or*'by their 
|egates,having told us in his words immediately precceding, that 
the Biſhop of K:we is the moſt emminent of the Weſtern Church, and 
firſt Pacriarck of the world, ſee p. $3. And before, in p. 14. he 
grants, that after the Rights of ſeveral Parriarcks were ſettled, 
this Preſidency of place ( as he calls it) was ever given to the Pope 
or his Legaces, if preſent, And in General Councils they muſt of 
neceſſity be preſent, elſe could they not be covn:ed General, as the 
ſecond of Conſtantinople was. 

In p. 49. in the Charch of Englaud(iays he) we have a Succeſſion 
of Biſhops continued down from the Apoſtolick times to this day : 
The Nomination or particular Enumeration of them is neither ne- 
ceſlary or uſeful. Yes Sir, *tis fo far neceſſary and uſeful, That if you 
can name ſuch a ſucceſſion of Biſhops that was not in aQual com- 
munion with the Chuxch of Rome, (as the Biſhops of the Church of 
England at this day are. nct) and believed no other Dotirine but what 
iz approv'd on in the 39 Articles of the Church of England, (as the 
Evgliſh Biſhops now do. ) you will certainly gaia all the Roman 
Catholicks in England to your ſide. Therefore good Sir ( 4. B. or Dr. 
T.or what your Name is) kcep us no longer in ſuſpenſe, but let us 
have a Catalogue of them for Gods ſake, that we may embrace 
your caſic Religion. . 

In p. 50. We, ſays he, no leſs firmly than our Adverſaries believe 
the Catholick Church to be one : We willingly allow that there is no hope 
of Salvation out of the Pa'e of the Church, and bave always aſſerted 
Schiſm to be a damnable Sin. But that the Particular Church of Rome, 
or in Communion with the Ses of Rome, is that Univerſal Church, our 
Author, denies. ' Let him tcff us what other Charch, whether the 
Church of England, or that of Genzva. The Confeſſi-n of Awuxbarg, or 
the Kirk of Scotland, the Greek Church, or altogether ? 

There is a Reply to my Letter wnder the name of C, D. to A. B, but 
Lecanfe 'tis no more than a piece of Billinſgate ſtaff, "tis 0t worth the 
taking notice of.

And if the Clergy in general have a mind to ſave 
Charges,and to dothe Work within themſelves,they may 
make uſe of their Wives and Maid ſervants to help them 
to hear Confeſſions : For according to the DoQrine of the 
Reformation, and the practice of other Proteſtant Re- 
form'd Churches, Women can Officiate in this Work as 
well as Men, and the Porter as well as the Paſtor.” 

For Luther Dr.T's Excellent Inſtrument Teaches, © That 
* Women may Preach, Baprize, Conſecrate; and in the 
© abſence of a Prieſt Abſolve ſrom Sins, as well as the Pope, 
* becauſe the Words of Chriſt, Whatever you ſhall looſe on 
© Earth ſhall be looſed in Heaven, were (aid toall Chriftians. 

And though it might ſeem ſomthing ſtrange at the firſt 
for the Parſons V/ives in England, to be put upon ſuch 
Service. Yet among the Reformed Churches in Germany, the Zealous 
and good Women never bluſh'd at it; As we fee by this Relation con- 
cerning the good Proteftant Paſtor of a Village not far ſfrom-the City of 
Conſtance ; who having exhorted his Flock not to come unprepar d to 
Eaſter-Communion ; but firſt to Confeſs and reccive Abſolutiow of their Sins, 
ſuch a multitude flock'd ro Confeſſion, thar the Paſtor not being able ts 
ſatisfy the Devotion of ſo great a Croud. call'd his Wife to help him in 
hearing Confeſſions and giving Abſolutions : In which Miniſtry the good 
Lady did labour with great ſatisfaCtion to the Pexitents : Bur neither the 
Paſior nor his Virtuous Conſort being able to diſpatch ſo great a multi- 
tude; He cail'd his Maid-ſervant, whodid work in the Holy Miniſtry 


with as much Expedition as her Maſter himſelf. Thus far my advice to 


the Clergy, Now good People, Ihave but bne Word of good Councel to 


you, and ſo farewel. 
If at the laſt, through the preaching and good endeavours of your 


Paſtors, you are brought to believe tbat yon ought to Confeſs and receive
